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GROSS FINDINGS: 
INTEGUMENT: Normal color an‘ consistancy with heavier than normal excoriation 


LUNGS: Lobular pneumonia with the right lung affected most extensively. Affected 
tissue showed swollen edges, edema and red coloration. 


HEART: Serous atrophy of fat 1/8" diameter red vegetation on aortic, semilunar 


valve's contact surface apparently causing a valvular insufficiency. Both 


left and right chamber walls thinner than normal. 


LIVER: Normal color but swollen slightly and more friable than normal upper 


mantpulation, : 
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STOMACH: A few small (1/8" to 1/4" in dia.) ulcers extending through the fundic 


mucosa reveiling pink tissue. Ulcers appeared to be healing.

PANCREAS: Anterior four inches enlarged to about three inches in thickness.
